In one’ year Fulton county 
doubled ita gain in property 
tion. 

The 1911 tax digest, comyleted yes- 
terday by Tax Receiver T. M. Armi- 
stead and his assistants, 
twice as large a gain between 191¢ 
and 1911 as there was between the 
years 1909 and 1910. The advance in 
property values for 1911 is $10,744,- 
620. For 1910 it was $5,092,645. ‘ 

This encouraging gain wih make 
even the most pessimistic cftizen sit 
up and take notice, and when the men 
who are making up the tax books 
wrote It down in cold black and white 
they rubbed their eyes and started to 
adding over again in order to verify 
the big increase. The figures remain- 
ed the same, and so under tite caption 
of “Aggregate value of whole of prop- 
erty” was written $97,744,210—the 
grand total for 1911. 

Gain tn City Property. 

The aggregate valuation for 1910 
was only $86,999,590. The largest sin- 
gle increase for 1911 was in city prop- 
erty, the books showing (an 
advance of $5,813,985. The next 
largest increase was in the 
valuation ‘of shares ‘in state and 
national banks, the advance being 
$1,289,750. 

The aggregate value of land, with 
the buildings thereon, has increased 
by $205,195. Merchandise of every kind, 
including freight and fixtures, has 
gained in value by $604,880. Automo- 
biles and bicycles owned in the coun- 
ty show gn increased valuation of 
$4,640. Woolen and cotton factories 
have increased in value by $841,235. 
Householaé and kftchen furnishings 
show a gain of $221,565. Jewelry 
values have gone up $25,385. Horses, 
mules and other live stock hdve in- 
creased in value by .$86,855. Miscella- 
neous property shows a gain of $499,- 
620. Money’ debts of all kinds have 
increased $1,254,745, 

The poll tax has been increased by 
$274, and professional taxes show a 
gain of $1,941. 

All the Dogs Are Dead. 

But alas! for the hope of revenue 
from Fulton’s caniné residents. “All 
the dogs are dead," was Tax Receiver 
Armistead’s announcement. But on iIn- 
vestigating the books it was found 
that some were still alive, though 
Tax Collector A, FP. Stewart's dog 
enlarged 
the burial of all the four-footed 
inhabitants who have died since 1910. 

There were 572 dog “fynerals, it 
seems, as the figures for 1910 show 
2,060 dogs, while 191] can boast only 
K47T8 dogs. 

It may be of interest to 
know that Fulton county has 
vers, 245 doctors, 40 dentists, 
erinary stirgweon, 12 engineers, and 
corporation presidents.

He Resumes Ai? Voyage at 
- Train to Elkhart, Ind., 


Chicago Amid Plaudits of Thousands: 


Chicago and Beats Express 
101 Miles Away—Left

Elkhart, Ind., August 15.—8kimming 
southwest corner of Lake 
Michigen and then over the sang hills 
ef northern Indiana, Harry N. Atwood, 
of Boston, in his aeroplane, this after- 
noon flew the 101 miles from Chicago 
in 2 ‘hours and 16 minutes without 
stop, thus completing 387 miles of his 
1,460-mile cross-country @§ight from 
St. Louis to New York and Boston. 

Atwood made the 101 miles from 
Chicago in only 21 minutes more than 
the time of the fastest train in the 
United States, which covers the @is- 
‘tance between Chicago and Elkhart fh 
1 hour and 566 minutes. The Boston 
aviator, arising in: his Burgess-Wright 
biplane on ‘the lake ‘front in Chicago, 
circled over the thousands gathered 
there at the aviation meet, and at 
3:31 p. ‘m. shot out on his journey 

eastward. He arrived here at 6:47, 
‘calmly settling down in a hay field. 
His Highest Altitude. , 

His highest altitude today was 2,000 
feet, reached over uth Bend, Ind., 
but generally he kept. low in order to 
follow. the lake shore and Michigan 
Southern railroad tracks, which fixed 
his course. 

It was while he was out on Lake 

ichigan, viewed by" thousands of peo- 
ple, that Atwood made his most spec- 
tacular appearanee today. 

Once away from Chicago he at- 
tained a high speed against a head-on 
wind.and cut across the corner of the 
lake to save a few extra miles which 
he would have had to make had he re- 
mained over land all the’ way. Ag it 
sped on, the white wings of his ma- 
chine shimmering in ‘the late afternoon 
aun, the air craft was everywhere vis- 
ible, from shore and. boats away in the 
fistance. 

For half an hour Atwood sailed over’ 
the lake, keeping not more than 300 
feet high, at times, he said, to test the 
variaticns of #he @ir currents. He

Enthusiasm Increased. 

Ehthusiasm appeared to increase as 
he journeyed eastward. Telegraph and 
brailroad telephone wires were Kept 
busy with reports of his whereabouts. 
“Atwood at Rolling Prairie, 66 miles 
from, Chicago at 5:01 p. m.,"’ came from 
one operator. 

This was followed by another with, 
“Atwood, South Bend, 4:28, sailing 
high, at about 60 miles an hour.” 

At Elkhart, where Atwood prepared 
to remain overnigpt, all faces were 
tured toward the west. TNe aviator 
was unable to locate the grounds ar- 
ranged for his reception, so he landed 
in the hay field, but later rose again 
and was received in the driving park. 
By his performance today Atwood is 
confident that his filght, begun by his 
286-mile trip from St. Louis to Chi- 
cago on Monday, will be ended in Bos- 
ton easily within the ten days fixed by 
him as the maximum tifhe. He will 
resume his flight tomorrow morning; 
moing to Toledo, which he hopes to 
reach by 2 p. m., and to Sandusky, 
Ohio, where he expects to land for the 
night. 

How Atwood Left Chicago. 

Chicago, August 16.—Theer was much 
'veheménce of language and gasticila- 
tion at‘the aviation grounds today just 
before Harry N. Atwood started on the 
second stage of his St. Louls-New York 
flight.. The dispute was between At- 
wood and Chairman Mudd, of the avia- 
tion committee, and it terminated only 
with the thrusting of a certified check 
for $500 into the aviator’s hands just 
as his big bipldme was staysting.

When this service pension measure was under consideration, 
The Constitution warned the legislature that it was close to the 
danger line; unheeding, and without a thought for the morrow, it 
crossed over, and today it is reaping the whirlwind to the tune of 
a quarter of a million dollars annually which might now be paying 
the needed maintenance of Georgia institutions that are suffering 
from lack of support. 

Neither The Constitution nor anyone else enters one word of 
protest against the expenditure of pension money that goes to alle- 
viate need among confederate veterans and widows, but a careful 
examination of the pension rolls will show that at least this sum, 
if not more, is going pyrely to pay gratuities and not to supply 
actual necessity on the part of those receiving it. 

The service pension measure is thus chargeable with the deficit 
hanging over the state treasury today, with the deficit that will grow, 
unless these very institutions which are érying aloud for needed sup- 
port are pushed back to a starvation basis and kept there, 

In response to the governor’s appeal the Committee proceeds 
to whack, not to the extent he demands, but from the very. institu- 
tions which are struggling now to keep their heads above water— 
from common schools, from academy for blind, from deaf and dumb, 
from the university, Tech, tuberculosis sanitarium, Georgia Normal, 
state college of agriculture and Soldiers’ home—and if the state sani- 
tarium had not already been pushed to the limit of sustenance it, 
too, would have lost heavily in the new deal. 

Not a word is said about revising the pension rolls and cutting 
off pension payments where there exists no necessity for them; it is 
Georgia’s educational and eleemosynary institutions that must pay 
the price while the uneducated and the unfortunate cry aloud for 
what is theirs and are denied in. 

It is the spigot-saving and the gunghole waste against which 
there is made a righteous protest; nor will the wrong be righted 
until there comes a‘general assembly which will not fear to revise 
the state’s expense bill that these institutions may be done full 
justice, or to propose an increase in the state tax rate that an ex- 
travagant pension policy may be continued or eliminated by the 
public will.

Opened less than six months ago, this institution now has fifty- 
two patients with seven others soon to arrive. It has discharged 
twenty-one practically cured and nine are on the waiting list, while 
many prospective applications for admission are waiting only 
opportunity. 2 | 

This institution, taking its patients pnly in the incipient stages, 
is not only curing tuberculosis, but it is spreading a gospel of sani- 
tation regarding this particular disease whose result in the checking 
of it will soon appear in its statistics. 

Prominent Georgians are giving freely of their time and labor 
gratis to this institution because they know what a great service 
it will render the state, and it is due to their efforts that appropria- 
tions heretofore made have accomplished so much in its develop- 
ment. But it needs more. It needs and should have an extension 
of its sewage system, more outdoor sleeping shacks, a cottage for 
nurses, and it has been shown that it would be the part of economy 
to establish there a dairy and truck farm which would soon become 
self-sustaining. 

There is not a dollar spent on this institution but the state will 
reap abundantly from the investment. It is reaping now in the re- 
storing of sound men and women to society, and soon it will gather 
a far more abundant return from the effective dissemination of the 
knowledge of those elementary sanitary principles, so essential to 
suppressing the spread of this ravaging disease.

But they are found chiefly 
in those counties which have capitalized their publicity by backing 
it up with work. 

The route of the fall tour of 1911, planned by a number of good 
roads associations of the state interested in the development of par- 
ticular highways extending entirely across Georgia, and backed by} 
The Constitution, will follow in part the route of the rg1o0 tour and 
will include also much new territory in need of development. 

To those who had the tour before it will mean a double advan- 
tage, for they, largely, equipped themselves with the sort of good 
roads that will enable them to draw immediate dividends upon the 
splendid publicity which it will bring to them.

FOR STATEHOOD 


New Resolution Is Introduced 
ln the Senate = 


Provides for Admission of 
New Mexico and Arizona on 
Condition That Latter Strike 
Recall of Judges Provision 
From Constitution. 


Washington, August 15.—A final at- 
tempt to secure statehood for New 
Mexico and Arizona began in botn 
houses of congress today following the 
receipt of President Taft's emphatic 
veto of the statehood resolution as it 
had been sent to him. His veto mes- 
sage, denouncing the judiciary recall 
feature of the Arizona constitution, 
was received in the house with long ap- 
Piuuse from the republicans. 

It was referred to the tefritories 
committee of that body with the veto 
resolution. Chairman Flood prom- 
ised prompt action. 

To Meet Taft’s Views. 

With the announcement of the pres- 
ident’s veto and following a confer- 
ence with President Taft, Senator 
Smith, of Michigan, chairman of the 
Senate territories committee, intro- 
duced a new statehood resolution, meet- 
ing the president’s views and pro- 
viding for the admision of both states 
On the condition that Arizona shall 
strike the recall of judges’ provision 
from its new constitution. 

The territories committees of both 
houses will meet tomerrow to con- 
sider the respective resolutions. The 
house committee will decide when the 
attempt shall be made to pass the 
vetoed resolution over the president's 
objection. Senator Smith declared it 
would be impossible to pass the state- 
hood resolution over the veto in the 
senate. 

Only Way to Get Statehood. 

He expressed a belief that no such 
attempt would be made and said he 
expected to push his resolution for- 
ward to take its place, confident there 
would be some statehood legislation 
at this session. 

“The territories need statehood and 


this is the only way they can obtain 


it,” said he. 

A canvass of the house of represen- 
tatives Was in progress today, but 
house leaders were not confident to- 
night that they have the necessary 
votes to pass the vetoed resolution. 
Chairman Flood expressed the opinion 
that the resolution could secure two- 
thirds of the house membership on 
re-passage, but the degpocrats are not 
so confident. . 

In case the attempt to pass the 
resolution over the president's veto 
fails there are many democrats in 
the house who will support a resolu- 
tion similar to the one introduced by 
Senator Smith.

C. MeConnell, of Texas, delivered a 
masterly address on "Who Is Right, 
the Critics -Who €©ut -Out the Book of 
Jonak from the Bible, or the Savior, 
Who Had it Put in There?” 

“If the story of Jonah is untrue,” 
said Dr. McConnell, “then, Jesus was 
either ignorant or false. Either horn 
of the dilemma would make Christian- 
ity untrue. The attack is made,” he 
continued, ‘not so much on Jonah, but 
on all miracles. If Jesus performed no 
miracies, if he was @& mere juggler, 
then there !s no resurrection of the 
dead; your faith is vain, and you are 
yet in your sins. A prominent pro- 
fessor in a religious college was re- 
cently heard to tell a cormpany of stu- 
dents that any man in this enlightened 
ake who believed the story about 
Jonah was simply a back number. That 
man’s name ought to be stricken off 
the roll of that college, and every 
other man like him,” said Dr. MeCon- 
nell with great emphasis, amid a cho- 
rus of “amens.”’ “We have allowed 
ourselves to be laughed out of court,” 
he continued, “by this story of Jonah.”

Defents Right to Veto. 

In making his veto, the president 
says that he ig discharging his con- 
atityutional funetion. in respect te; the 
enactment of laws, and declares that 
his discretion “is equal to that 0% the 
Nouses of congress.” 

“Of course,” he continued, “a more 
difference of opinion as to the wisdom 
of details in a state constitution ought 
not to lead me to get up my opinion 
against that of the people of the ter- 
ritory. It is to be their government, 
and while the power of congress to 
withhold or grant stutehood is abso- 
lute, the people about to constitute a 
state should generally know better 
the kind of government and constitu- 
tion suited to their needs than con- 
grees or the executive. But when such 
a constitution contains something so 
destructive of free government as the 
judicial recall, it should be disap- 
proved.” 

Explaining the theory of popular 
government, Mr. Taft shows that while 
government such as this is by a ma- 
jority—of all who enjoy suffrage— 
it is also a government of the whole 
people conducted by that majority un- 
der such rules and checks as will se- 
eure a wise, just and beneficient re- 
sult. The truth of the maxim that the 
people can be trusted to do right, the 
president admits, if all the people al! 
agreeing, are meant, but that a ma- 
jority can always be so trusted he does 


| 


not believe. Therefore, he Says con- 
Stitutions are devised to check hasty 
action by the majority. 


The Divisions of Government. 


“The division of government into 
three separate branches,” says the 
president, “the legislative, to make the 
laws, the executive, to execute them, 
and the judicial, to decide 
arising before it the rights of indi- 
vidual as between him and others 
and as between him and the govern- 
ment, has always been regarded as a 
great security for the maintenance of 
free institutions, and the security is 
only firm and assured when the ju- 
dicial branch is independent and im- 
partial. In @ proper sense judges «ve 
servants of the people, but it is not 
work in the doing of which they are 
to follow the will of the majority ex- 
cept as that ig embodied in statutes 
lawfully enacted according to consti-

Power Given for Judictary Unique. 

“This paper conferred’ on the judi- 
elary in our form of government,” 
says the president, “ig unique in the 
history of governments; and its oper- 
ation has attracted and deserved the 
admiration and commendation of the 
world. It gives to our judiciary a po- 
sition higher, stronger and. more re- 
sponsible than that of the judiciary of 
any other country, and more effective- 
ly secures adherence to the fundar 
mental will of the people.” 

Speaking of his course or argument 
against the recall once more, the 
president asks, “could there be a sys- 
tem more ingenuiously devised to sub- 
ject judges to momentary gusts of 
popular passion than this? No period 
of delay is interposed for the abate- 
ment of popular feeling. The recall 
is devised to encourage quick action, 
and to lead the people to strike while 
the iron is hot.” 

On the imstant of an unpopular rul- 
ing, the president explains, while the 
spirit of protest has not had time to 
cool, the judge is to he “haled before 
the electorate as a tribunal, with no 
judiciary hearing, evidence or defense 
and thrown out of office and disgraced 
for life. because he failed in a single 
decision, it may be to satisfy the pop- 
ular demand. 

“Think of the opportunity such a 
system would give to unscrupulous 
political bosses in control, as they 
have been in control, not only of con- 
ventions, but elections. Think of the 
enormous power for evil given to the 
sensational, muck-raking portion of 
the press in rousing prejudice against 
a just judge by false charges and in- 
sinuations, the effect of whith, in the 
short period of an election by recall, 
it would be impossible for him to meet 
and offset.” 

The Recall and the Poor, 

With the argument that the reeall 
would work to the advantage of the 
poor and oppressed, the president has 
no patience. 

“Nothing,” he says,

BESTS O'BRIEN 


"Philadelphia Jack” Proved No 
Match for Negro 


O’Brien Was Game _ Enough 
and Clever Enough, But the 
Negro Had His Measure— 
Langford’s Blows Were of 
the Sledge Hammer Sort. 


New York, August 15.—Sam Lang- 
ford, of Boston, with an advantage of 
about ten pounds in weight, fought 
“Philadelphia Jack” O’Brien to a 
stand-still in four and one-half rounds 
tonight ‘at the Twentieth Century 
Club. Referee Charley White  pre- 
vented a knockout when he stopped 
the bout in the middle of the fifth 
round. OBrien practically was ‘out 
from the effects of a hard left hook to 
the jaw and had to be helped to his 
corner, 

It was the old story of a clever, game 
boxer pitted against a hard-hitting 
fighter, and from the start the Boston 
heavyweight had O'Brien's measure 
taken. Langfords blows were of the 
sledge-hammer variety, while none of 
O’Brien’s blows and hooks had suffi- 
cient force to hurt the negro. The play 
was fact and O’Brien showed clever 
foot-work as well as scientific boxing. 

There was no question a-sto O’Bri- 
en's gameness, as he took a lot of 
punishment. 

The Fight by Rounds. 


First Round—The men go to work 
quickly. O’Brien found Langford’s 
head and face with rights and lefts.

Langford’s short 
rights and lefts to the body were 
downing the Quaker fighter percepti- 
bly. He came out of the clinch stag- 
gering and made a splendid, although 
momentary, rally, causing the negro 
to miss four hard swings.

Fifth Round—O’Brien had his fight- 
ing spirit left,.and that seemed to be 
about all.

TAFT: PREACHES 
PEACE SERMON 


And Warns Senate Not to {ill 
Arbitration Pacts, 


Ocean Grove, N. J., August 15.—Pres- 
ident Taft continued his campaign be- 
fore the people in behalf of the Brit- 
ish and French general arbitration 
treaties here tonight. Speaking before 
the Ocean Grove Camp MeetmMg Asso- 
ciation, the president reviewed in com- 
prehensive fashion the terms and 
meanings of the pacts; urged the peo- 
ple to use their influence to press the 
treaties and declared’ he did not fear 
the effect of delay: | 

The longer the senate holds these 
treaties, the president argues, the 
greater would be the opportunity for 
him to preach peace and arbitratton| 
and the greater will grow the senti- 
ment for the agreement. 

Taft Warns the Senate. 


“If the senate,” said the president, 
“or any members of it should think 
that its powers are greater or less than 
they are, and the limitations they in- 
sist upon interference with progress 
to peace, or any other great nav 
tional or international policy the ques- 
tion whether they are right or not 
must ultimately be reférred back to 
the pees whose representatives the 
membsrs cf the senate are; for we al- 
ways, I say, have derived our power 
from the peuple as the ultimate source 
of rower and in such case of disagree- 
ment the proper place for a discussion 
of such an issue is before the people. 
The case is sufficiently great to war- 
rant the straining of efforts to secure 
treaties like those. 

“If I am wrong in my judgment, 
and I do not claim infallability, and 
know enthusiasm of the cause may 
some time warp judgment, I am quite 
willing to abide the ultimate judg- 
ment of the people, but I deem it my 
duty until I shall receive an adverse 
decision, to urge my views upon the

Waycross, 'Ga., August 15.—(Special.) 
J. R. Dedge, formerly of:this city, now 
living in Coffee county, is squarely in 
the race for. governor of Georgia, ac- 
cording to a signed statement from him 


today. 

He outlines in detail his platform, 
which is a combination of questions 
agitated for some time past in Geor- 
gia. Dr. Dedge states in his introduc- 
tory that what the people of the state 
need is a man of the people and not a 
corporation lawyer or man who has 
been brought up by the corporations. 
To get the attendance at his meetings 
he says he has a deal on with an avia- 
tor.and:+ will give free exhibitions of 
the new method of transportation and 
ae make a few short trips him- 
self. 

“To begin with,” says Dr. Dedge in 
stating his platform, “I indorse every 
Plank in Governor Smith’s platform 
and his administration but the spe- 
cial tax on automobiles. If that is 
passed and I should be* governor -I 
would do my best to repeal such a 
law. I am sorry the govertior sug- 
gested that to the general assembly, 
though it will not be passed. 

“If elected I would favor a law that 
would give depositors in banks in 
Georgia absolute protection. I would 
favor legislation that- would compel all 
men who are able to meet their just 
debts. I am in favor of bonds for road 
improvements and would urge each 
county in the state to perfect @ sys- 
tem of highways by bonding. 

Favors Local Option. 

I favor a local option law. I favor 
the school fund for white and colored 
children, the white fund to go for 
white children and the colored fund 
for colored children. To do this it 
would be necessary to have two treas- 
Wries for the state. I favor a_ state 
stock law whereby farmers would not 


have to spend thousands of dollars for 
fences. 


“I favor a law that would make the 
failure of a bank or trust company’s 
capital offense so far as those re- 
sponsible were concerned. 

‘I favor the creation of a farm board 
for the state to visit the farms of 
Georgia and %determine just what 
amount of stock the farmers srould 
have and see that.he gets some if he 
does not have it. I favor the employ- 
ment of experienced road builders for 
working gangs_on our public high- 
ways. ' 

“I would favor legislation making 
burglary of any kind a capital of- 
fense ,and would pledge myself to 
grant no pardons to burglars. Is 
would favor the enactment of legisle- 
tion that would compel all sheriffs of 
the state to have well-trained blood- 
hounds. 

Would Abolish Baseball. 

“Tl favor compyplsory education of all 
white children. 

“I would favor legislation abolishing 
‘baseball and football in Georgia, the

STOCKS IRREGULAR 
DURING WHOLE SESSION 


Union Pacific and United 
States Steel Most Promi- 
nent in Trading. — 


New York, August 15.—Some of the 
improvement manifested by the stock 
market yesterday was lost in the 
course of today’s operations, the list 
showing a heavy or irregular tendency 
throughout. * It was hardly to be ex- 
pected that the outburst which char- 
acterized the preceding day’s buying 
movement would continue without 
some renewal of activity for the short 
account, as well as by further liqui- 
dation on the part of shareholders, 
who, for one reason or another, see 
fit to regard the immediate future 
with somé ree aba 

In the alternate declines and rallies 
which marked the day it was clear 
that some sort of a conflict was in 
process; that the market had become 
what is technically known as “two- 
sided.” It seemed to have developed 
into a purely professional affair, in 
which an upward or downward move- 
ment was equally probable, according 
to the viewroint of the operator. One 
of the mo disconcerting features of 
the existi.; situation is that it pro- 
duced very little new business. This 
is not altogether surprising, however, 
inasmuch as some of the more con- 
servative commission houses have 
openly discouraged investment buying 
at-this time, on the ground that con- 
ditions continue unsatisfactory where 
they are not absolutely uncertain. 
Even the speculative brokerage firms 
declare that very slight marginal trad- 
ing from outside sourced has followed 
the decline, which is cited as addi- 
tional proof that not only was thé pro- 
feasional element almost omeresy con- 
cerned in the recent reaction, but in 
the partial recovery as well. 

The dullness which settled over to- 
day’s market after the first few hours 
was strongly reminiscent of the éarleir 
summer period when complete stag- 
nation ruled for days at a time and 
net results were utterly negligible. 
There was this difference, however, 
that each succeeding spell of inaction 
today was followed Z a moderate sell- 
ing movement, in which early gains 
were invariably lost. 

Union Pacific was again the focus 
around which interest largely con- 
verged, and its erratic movements in- 
dicated that it was still under the in- 
fluence of liquidation as well as bear 
pressure. With United States Steel, 
which was relatively firm, it com- 
prised the bulk of the day’s business. 
Reading was heavy, partly as a result 
of the decline in Lehigh Valley, which 
made several inaffectual efforts to 
advance. The one marked feature of 
the fina] hour was an abrupt drop of 
more than 3 points in Texas Company 
and a sudden weakness in the copper 
shares. The closing was heavy, with a 
preponderance of net losses, including 
Union Pacific, which again sold almost 
at its low price of the day. 

An incident of sentimental vaive 
was the declaration of the usual div- 
ifend by the Standard Oil Company. 
This ig worthy of narration only be- 
cause of the recent flurry in that stock 
and American Tobacco on the “curb” 
when the directors of the latter con- 
cern deemed it advisable to defer divi- 
dend action on the common stock. 

Other news of the day embraced a 
meeting of Union Pacific directors, at 
which no action in the matter of elect- 
ing Mr. Frick’s successor was taken; 
the shading of rates on time money, 
due to recent stock liquidation, an- 
other advance in cotton and weakness 
in the grain markets. 

Canadian Pacific’s annual statement 
shows an fncrease of $4,200,000 in total! 
income, despite an increase of $6,300,- 
000 in operating expenses. Louisville 
and Nashyille for the year reported a 
loss of $2.000,000 in net revenues, 
which is fully accounted for by an 
ineresse of almost $3,400,000 in operat- 
ing expenses.

Just what it was 
probably will never be known, as the 
engine is deep in the lake, and the 
wood and canvas of the plane were 
broken and scattered by the tremén- 
dous impact with the surface of the 
water. 

Johnstone's actual fall was witness« 
ed by his young wife, although it wag 
not until half an hour later that she 
was informed of his death. 

As the monoplane faltered in mid- 
air, then crashed downward to the sur- 
face of the lake the young aviator’s 
wife, who had been following his flight 
closely, grasped a mechanic’s arm, and 
exclaimed in fear: 

“Oh! Oh! Pity; 
boy will be killed.” 
YOUNG WIFE OF JOHNSTONE 
COMFORTED BY, WIVES OF BIRDMEN 

Wives of half a dozen other aviators 
whose attention had been rivited on the 
plunging machine that was to éarry 
the second victim of the day to his 
death, rushed to Mrs. Johnstone's side, 
and as the machine hurtled into the 
lake and out of sight, they tried to as- 
sure her that Johnstone was suffering 
nothing worse than a ducking. 

But by this time half a dozen me- 
chanics and hangar attaches had rush- 
ed up to the group. 

For five miutes Mrs. Johnstone plead-

machine had plunged. A machine rush- 


ed up and assured Mrs. Johnstone that 
her husband had been plucked out of 
the lake unharmed; that a boat was 
bringing him ashore, and that he would 
join her in the hotel immediately.

THINKING HUSBAND BSCAPED 

Reassured by this information which 
had been deliberately invented to calm 
the fears of the aviator’s wife, she 
went back to her hotel, and hurriedly 
laid out dry apparél for her husband. 
For half an hour and more she waited, 
then a member of the Johnstone fam- 
the aviators 
death. 

The young wife was prostrated. 
“Twenty minutes before the break in 
the monoplane’s warping strand—the 
accident ‘that sent young Johnstone 
careening into the lake—his father, Dr.

Then he and Mrs. Johnstone turned 
away, leaving the aviator’s wife with 
her eyes still on the soaring mono- 
plane. 

Less than twenty 
warping strand in the Moisant car 
broke, the wings of the machine 
crumpled like paper, and the machine 
hurtled into the lake, its heavy engine 
and tangled wires dragging its pilot 
to death. 

Hugh A. Robinson, driving the Cur- 
tiss hydro-aeroplane, was not more 
than 100 yards from Johnstone when 
hig aeroplane gave signs of being in 
trouble. Robinson, flying high, went 
to Johnstone’s assistance, but before 
the distance could be covered, John- 
stone and his machine were under 
water. .

Hall Expresses Surprise. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, expressed surprise 
at being confronted by so large a num- 
ber of Atlantans, and. said that it was 
unprecedented, 

Captain Slade, of~ the committee, 
stated that any number of citizens 
from all parts of.the state had been 
before the committee on rules con- 
cerning other measures, and he saw no 
reason why Atlanta should not be 
heard from, especially since the vote 
taken on the bill by the judiciary 
committee had been taken without 
giving the citizens of Atlanta oppor- 
tunity to be neard from. 

The committee agreed to hear from 
five Atlanta citizens ten minutes each, 
and those who spoke were: Mayor 
Courtland 8 Winn, ex-Mayor R. F. 
Maddox, Clark Howell, James R. Gray 
and Morris Brandon, in the order 
named. 

All of these gentlemen addressed 
themselves to the point that Atlanta 
had not been heard from and that no 
possible good could be served by the 
house voting on this measure at this 
time, as the general asembly must 
adjourn on Thursday, leaving only 
two’ days for consideration by the 
senate, even if the house should vote 
on the measure on Tuesday. 

“Tt is a resolution,” said Mr. Hall, 
“and the senate does not have to vote 
on it but one time.” 

“Then why did you put the meas- 
ure through the process of thre read- 
ings in the house?” asked Mr. Howell. 

“Because,” replied Mr. Hall, “we 
thofght we had plenty of time and as 
there was division on the question we 
were willing for it to be read three 
times.”’ 


The Atlantans argued that since the / 


question could not possibly be submitt- 
ed to the people of the state before 
the regular election in October, 1912, 
there was no need for haste, as the 
general assembly could give it more 
mature consideration at its next sum- 


'mer’s session, in the meantime giving 


both sides full opportunity to be heard 
from. 

In response to the argument that 
the removal of the capital to Macon 
would involve a tremendous expense 
to the state, Mr.. Hall replied that one 
of the conditions of the bill was that 
Macon should raise one million dollars 
on which the removal should be con- 
ditioned. 


Maddox Gives Figures. 


Ex-Mayor Maddox showed that the 
present capitol could not be duplicated 
for two million dollars and that count- 
ing other expenses the total cost would 
not fall far short of.two million anc 
a half, involving an expense to the 
people of the state of a million and 
a half, even if Macon should raise its 
million dollars. 

“But,” said Mr. Hall, vehemently, 
‘the people of this state have a right 
te more their capital if they want to, 
and t6 go into their pockets and pay 
the difference if‘they vote to do so.” 

“You admit, then,” said Mayor Winn, 


“that it would involve an increase al 


the tax rate.” 

“Noy replie@ Mr. Hall, “I admit 
nothing of the kind, for 1 hold that 
with Macon’s subscriptton and the sale 
of all of the state’s property in At- 
lanta we would have almost if not 
quite enough to pay all the expenses 
of a new capitol and its appurtenaces, 
but even if it did involve an extra 
appropriation, the people should have 
the right to say whether or not they 
were ready to vote it.” 

“But ‘under the law of the state,” 
said Mr. Brandon, “even if the state 
sold every dollar's worth of its At- 
lanta property, would not the proceeds 
have to be devoted to the bonded in- 
debtedness of the state?’ 

“Yes,” said Mr. Hall, “but,” con- 
tinuing vehemently, “the people of the 
state have a right to vote an extra 
tax levy if they are willing to do go, 
ana I hold they at least be given 
the opportunity.” 

Mr. McIntyre, of Thomas, a member 
of the committee, Said that he was 4nr 
favor of the capitol remaining in At- 
lanta, but that he was not opposed 
to the house voting on the resolution, 
though he expressed surprise that the 
judiciary committee had voted on the 
measure without hearing from Atlanta. 


Dia One Thing. 


“IT have done one thing at least,” 
said Mr. Hall, “I have at last waked 
Atlanta up to the fact that this is 
no joke, and I put them on notice 
now that this question is becoming 
more serious the longer it is drawn 
out.” 

He plead for a ruling of.the com- 
mittee fixing a time at once for the 
house to vote on the resolution, but 
several members of the committee sug- 
gested that no possible good could be 
accomplished by an immediate vote in 
the house when the senate did not 
have time to eat. It necessarily would 
have to go over to next summer. 

Representative Jones, of Meriwether, 
a member of the committee, wanted to 
know if the state had a million and 
a half dollars to spend if it could not 
be put to better use than removing 
the capitol to Macon, and Mr. Hall said 
he thought ft could not be. 

After the hearing had concluded the 
committee adjourned until this morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock.

At that time his 
machine dropped some distarice, but 
the aviator escapeg without a scratch. 

After his return from Havana, John- 
stone established one American record, 
During a flying exhibition at Minne- 
ola on Avgust 5, he remained in the 
air 4 hours, 1 minute and 59 seconds.
